Swift & Co, Credited with Being at the 
Head of Active Operations There—

Kansas City, Mo., June 25.—[Special.]—The 
packing house “plan of merger,” of which 
a preliminary movement fs the rted ac- 
quisition by the Swifts of the Fowler plants 
in Kansas City and Chicago, is advancing. 

The Anglo-American packing house in the 
Chicago and the George Fowler & Son piant 
in Kansas City, both owned by the Fowlers, 
are said to have been sold to the Swifts in’ 
the sense that an agreement has been reach- 
ed, and that only formal acts of punchase 
are needful to close the deal. 

A probability, which is given wide credence, 
is that the merger of the packers may con- 
sist of an alliance df the Swift and Armour 
plants. The conditions all point to the pack- 
ing houses creating stockyards of their own 
in Kansas. City and in Chicago.
